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Continuation of 3. NOTE: All independent claims have been amended, they raise new issues that would require further consideration and 
search. Further, regarding claim 1 , the newly added limitation "without the frequency specific signal passing through any switches after the 
shifting of the frequency" is taught by Hjipieris figure 2, the output of switch 46 is the frequency specific signal, after the shifting of the 
frequency (switch 46 is part of the frequency modification module) thus after switch 46, the frequency specific signal is Not passing through 
any switches and is directly fed to element 47. The Examiner suggests to mention the switch is the only switch in producing the frequency 
specific signal. Regarding the last section of claim 8, the Examiner suggests an amendment "outputting the frequency modified signal on 
a single output and wherein the switch is the only switch in producing the frequency modified signal. Regarding the last section of claim 14, 
the Examiner suggests the system utilizes only one switch. Regarding the last section of claim 22, the Examiner suggests an amendment 
"an output configured to output the frequency modified signal, and wherein the switch is the only switch in the system". 
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
